The 
average legislator is an honest, 
patriotic, well-intentioned person. 
He may not be well informed. 
He may become confused. He 
may be deceived. He will be 
subjected to great pressures and 
temptations and he will make 
some errors. Buf, by and large, 
he is a good man. 


Vermin 

The hotel lobbies are infested 
- during the session with the ver- 
min familiar to any legislative 
session—that is to say, the petty 
and shabby small-time lobbyists 
who have persuaded someone they 
possess ‘‘influence.”” It is they 
who, by their idle and often 
drunken talk, spread the impres- 
sion they have ‘“‘bought’’ a legis- 
lator. The fact there are usually 
two or three members who do 
resort to shake-down, blackmail 
bills, lends credence t6 the talk. 
But the great majority of mem- 
bers are men of integrity. 

Our state Legislators are im- 
proving. They are mere repre- 
sentatives. The position is rare- 
ly easy. They find themselves 
in conflict between what they think 
ought to be done and what the 
people of their counties want. 

The pressures are many, and 
the young legislator, idealistic and 
determined to do an honest, down- 
the-line job, is often tempest- 
tossed when he runs counter to 
the majority pressure. 

But legislators mirror very 
well the people they represent. 
They are usually no better and no 
worse than the people at home. 
Legislators do foolish things when 
they lose their tempers or become 
harassed and tired and are tricked 
and led into some unworthy and 
unfair action. Common sense and 
calm spirit are-a member's best 
assets. When lost, they lead him 
into strange pastures. 

There is a definition of a politi- 
cian which says he must be a fel- 
low who can straddle the fence 
and yet keep both ears to the 
ground. It isn’t too far-fetched. 

We are in a time of great na- 
tional crisis. Our state is grow- 
ing and, most upsetting, it is be- 
comir industrialized, with inevi- 
table attendant changes. 

The times demand calmness, 
common sense and _ informed 
minds.

A. Death Sentence 
For 1,000 People? 


Georgia legislators convene in, At- 
lanta today for their annual assembly 
session. Weare happy to add our voices 
to those who extend a hearty welcome 
to this outstanding group of representa- 
tive Georgians who have been selected 
by their fellow citizens to chart the 
state’s future. 

There is one problem facing the 1953 
Assembly that transcends all politics 
and the jockeying for position in the 
1954 election. 

Last year 962 people were killed on 
Georgia highways and 11,544 were in- 
jured. Property losses alone through 
the accidents that resulted in these 
deaths amounted to $10,500,000. Total 
economic losses reached a staggering 
$43,290,000. 

The State of Georgia can have no 
excuse for allowing this appalling toll 
of death and destruction to continue. 
It looks to its Legislature to help find 
the answer. 

To be derelict in this duty is to sen- 
tence at least 1,000 men, women and 
children to death on Georgia: highways 

during the coming year. It means to 
rob families of more than $50,000,000 
through the awful toll exacted through 
highway murder. It means higher in- 
surance rates for those who escape the 
accident toll. It means widowed moth- 
ers, fatherless children, families robbed 
of their sons and daughters, and prob- 
lems far greater than the headline that 
reads “One Killed.” 

Shall we permit this to. continue? 
Can ‘Georgia spare the lives and the 
drain in property losses year after year? 
Is it economy to neglect the measures 
that can cut down this_toll? 

We do not think so. We do not be- 
lieve that the 1953 General Assembly 


will think so, either.

The session promises to be an inter- 


esting one. The lawmakers, some of 
them new, have the task of reviewing 
the progress made under one of the most 
ambitious programs ever undertaken by 
Georgia—a program set in motion by 
the preceding Legislature. The job now 
is to strengthen this program, to iron 
out its weaknesses, and to eliminate 
the bad. 

These annual reviews of state gov- 
ernment’ by the Assembly is an essential 
to good government. That is why we 
favor a split session, instead of the 
longer biennial meeting. Things are 
changing so swiftly in this state that a 
program adopted today may need revi- 
sion tomorrow. 

The problem of this Assembly, as it 
is of all of them, is that of financing the 
expanded services and to avoid, if pos- 
sible, retrenchment from goals necets- 
sary for the state’s progress. The re- 
vised tax program is bringing in more 
revenue than at any time in the state’s 
history, but already the demands exceed 
the money available. Increased reve- 
nues under the present tax setup. are 
possible in the future, but right now the 
state is hard pressed to meet its com- 
mitments. The governor opposes any 
addition in the tax burden. He has logic 
in his reasoning. 

The job, then, becomes one of deter- 
mining how best to use the available 
funds so as to achieve the maximum 
benefits for Georgia from the necessary 
state services. ‘

Judge Kaufman Upheld 
By Jewish Veterans 


The national commander of the Jew- 
ish War Veterans of America has 
praised Federal Judge Irving R. Kauf- 
man for his “fair and judicial handling 
of the Rosenberg case throughout its 
course.” The jurist has been commend- 
ed in a-statement issued by Jesse Moss, 
JWV commander, who simultaneously 


denounced an organization calling itself 


the National Committee to Secure Jus- 
tice for the Rosenbergs, which, he said, 
“has been waging a campaign of distor- 
tion designed to win clemency for the 
Rosenbergs on the wholly’ spurious 
theme that their religious ancestry was - 
a factor in their conviction.” 

At no time since their arrest and 
trial, Mr. Moss stressed, “have the Ro- 
senbergs offered even the slightest ges- 
ture of co-operation to aid the govern- 
ment in uncovering the Communist es- 
Pionage apparatus here.” He added: 
“They have not themselves indicated 
that they wish to earn the clemency 
their supporters demand.” 

Mr. Moss was particularly critical of 
the National Committee to Secure Jus- 
tice for the Rosenbergs, whicl® he re- 


called, had drawn censure from the 


Jewish War Veterans and a group of 
national and local Jewish organizations 
last May as.a “Communist-inspired 
group” seeking to distort an issue of law 
into an issue of religious bias. At that 
time, he said, the Jewish organizations 
had condemned the committee’s “fraudu- 
lent efforts to confuse and manipulate 
public opinion for ulterior -political 
purposes.” 

Surely this strong statement from 
the leader of the Jewish veterans’ or- 
ganization should refute the claims of 
those who have tried to make the world 
believe that the United States prosecue- , 
tion and sentencing of the Rosenbergs 
was motivated by anti-Semitism.

Present State Age 
Average Is 26.2 


If you lump everyone in Georgia up—old 
folks, chillun and the middle-aged—the 
median age will emerge as 26.2. If that in- 
formation doesn’t knock you out of your 
rocking chair, blame the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus. They’re the people who figured it out. 


The Census Bureau is always figuring 
something out; in fact, that’s their business. 
for instance, is an inter- 
g@ esting thing. One can 
= look at the census find- 
=| ings and see exactly how 
=. the health of the state 
has improved over the 
years. People are living 
longer these days. 

Back in 1880—appar- 
ently as far as census re- 
search goes in this state— 
the age of the average 
Georgian was only 17.7 
years, just a gray hair, 

or a shade, under nine years less than the 
average age of today. Most of the prog- 
ress in longevity has been made in com- 
paratively recent years, however. After 
World War I, back in 1920, the median 
Georgia age was only 20.5. It leaped to 24.5 
by 1940, and from these traveled 1.7 per- 
centage points to today’s figure. 


When the Census Bureau looks into a mat- 
ter, one can feel confident the issue is being 
given the A-l treatment. During the last 
census they got so wrapped up in this age 
proposition there’s hardly a question unan- 
swered. Would one like to know how many 
females between the years 70°to 74 were liv- 
ing on Georgia farms in 1950? Think noth- 
ing of it; the answer is 7,846. Amazing. 


The 1950 census also discovered there 
were 8,953 persons in the state who were 85 
years of age or over. Slightly more than 
3,000 of this number were women. That 
sex lives longer than the men, a finding 
which is easily reinforced by additional dig- 
gings from the Census Bureau. This is the 
tally on the sexes of the ages 75 to 84 years: 


Men—24.843. 
Women—29,697. 


Naturally, this doesn’t prove much. Wom- 
én just grow older longer, and that’s all 
there is to it. 


The census people provide practically 
everything on a county-by-county basis. If 
one wished to know how many women be- 
tween the ages of 70 and 75 there were in 
Screven County, for instance, the bureau 
could call the total in a trice. The answer, 
in a trice: 172. 


Fulton County, long known as headquar- 
ters of the working girl—has many more 
women than it has men, the totals being 
249,029 and 224,543. 


Most Georgia counties are about even in 
distribution of the sexes, the relationship be- 


ing—to coin.a phrase—six of one and half a - 


dozen of the other. 
That’s the way it goes.

My car stops running and, 
because I know I do not know how to fix it, 
I call a mechanic. When I have a legal 
difficulty I readily admit I am not trained in 
the law and thus go to a lawyer. If I break 
my leg, I know I cannot : 
set it, so I go to a physi- 
cian. At times I need 
money I do not have, so I 
admit I am _ financially 
powerless and go to a 
banker, 

No person is complete- 
ly sufficient unto him- 
self. We depend on others 
to make most of our 
clothes, to provide most —~ 
of our food, to make avail- = 
able to us most of the other necessities of 
life. I am writing these words on a dark 
night, vet my room is as light as day. 
Darkness for me is conquered by the power 
company. Because I admit I cannot con- 
quer the darkness, I call upon the power 
company to do it for me. 


Illustrations could be multiplied as to how 
we admit we are powerless and cannot mane 
age things by ourselves. Except when it 
comes to personal problems of our lives, 
Our conceit gets in our way. We like to 
boast: ‘I am the master of my fate, I am 
the captain of my soul.’’ As Macbeth could 
not wash the stain from his guilty hands, 
neither can man handle many of his own 
weaknesses and situations. 

Such an admission is hard to make. 
For example, take the alcoholic. He knows 
liquor is a problem but he likes to boast 
he can stop whenever he really wants to, 
He sees others drinking whd seem to be able 
to handle it, and his false pride refuses to 
let him confess he cannot do what someone 
else can. 


The alcoholic remembers when he could 
take a drink or two and then leave it alone. 
But little by little a drink has become more 
important to him. He drinks alone. He 
learns the meaning of a hangover and the 
need for another drink to get started again. 
He gets to the point where one drink is too 
many but a hundred are not enough. 


In sober moments he realizes he needs to 
cut down, maybe even stop altogether. He 
makes himself believe he is still the boss 
over liquor, that he does not need help.

had been shown.” The Elbertonian was 80 
moved by the murk that she wrote: 


“There is beauty in a foggy night 

When dim is every earthly light, 

The town enveloped, silver gray 

Of moisture, sheets of finest spray.... 


“No moon, no star, just misty veil,

Upon earth. The stilling pause

In these days of the basketball goon, Morocco refuses to 
conform to the physical pattern. He’s just a normal 5-10, or sub- 
normal by the basketball tape.

In 
those days, the University of Chicago sponsored a national inter- 
scholastic tournament, and state champions came from coast to 
coast. 

By the time the Vienna team arrived for the big affair, it had 
mushroomed such a reputation that the country boys from Dooly 
went into the Chicago tournament favored to win the championship. 
They mowed down Minersville, Utah, Winfield, Kans., and Colorado 
Springs, Colo., before they ran into Morton High of Chicago in the 
quarterfinals. The local heroes finished off the Georgians in the 
thriller of the meet, 27-26, but not before Vienna had written an ex- 
citing chapter for itself in the life and times of Chicago. 


A Tournament for Spectators This Year 


Recently increasing basketball prosperity among Georgia high 
schools is due to a markedly successful plan of organization. It is 
administered by Sam Burke, executive secretary of the Georgia High 
School Association who lives in Thomaston. 

It is with this organization that The Constitution takes a hand at 
supplying basketball still more vitamins. City Auditorium has been 
reserved, fitted out with a new, tailor-made hardwood floor on Feb. 
24 will become the scene of the state AA high school tournament 
under The Constitution sponsorship. 

This means that more spectators can watch a Georgia high 
school basetball tournament this year than ever before, 3.500 to 
4,000 people.

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LEGISLATORS JUGGLE HOT POTATO 


Pay Inerease Furor Is Old Stuff to Teachers 


| By JIM PINSON 

Georgia teachers whose request 
for a pay raise has generated a po- 
litical maelstrom on the eve of the 
opening of the General Assembly 
are conspicuously calm despite the 
commotion. 


“We have,” as one school man 
tersely put it, “been going through 
this sort of thing for years.” 

The 25,000 teachers comprising 
the Georgia Education Associa- 
tion set off the tempest when they 
overwhelmingly approved the rec- 
ommendation of GEA _ directors 
calling for a 10 per cent “‘cost of 
living’ pay boost. 

The explosive reactions drawn 
by the proposal have already es- 
tablished it as the “‘hot potato” of 
the session opening Monday. 


GOVERNOR OPPOSED 


Gov. Talmadge has announced 
his vigorous opposition to the boost, 
claiming that it would cost $8,200,- 
000 a year, ‘‘which the state does 
not have and would have to raise 
taxes to pay.”’ 

He has called on education leaa- 
ers to choose between financing 
the Minimum Foundation Program 
and the pay raise. 

According to the State Depart- 
ment of Education, Georgia teach- 
ers now draw an annual average 
salary of $2,554. The starting pay 
for teachers with a four-year col- 
lege education in the professional 
field is $2,400. 

The state’s teachers have been 
battling for their ‘‘bredd and but- 
ter’’ for longer than classroom 
veterans can remember and the 
tug-of-war between the State De- 
partment of Education and legis- 
lative budget committees is a spec- 
tacle as old as the hills. 


REMEMBER BLEAK ’30s 


Many teachers retain harsh rec- 
ollections of the bleak °30s when 
the school board’s I. O. U.’s were 
an unsatisfactory -substitute for 
greenbacks. 

During the last two decades 
teachers, following their leaders 
and the pattern set by the organ- 
ized labor movement, have aban- 
doned their traditional ‘‘wait and 
hope”’ attitude and have entered 
the field of political action to stand 
up for their rights. 

During the three-year legislative 
battle that marked the passage and 
financing of the Minimum Foun- 
dation Program, school people sup- 
ported candidates for the state leg- 
islature known to be friendly to 
the expanded school program. 

In 1949, after a referendum to 
finance the new school program 
failed to pass, teachers all over the 
state threatened to refuse to sign 
contracts for the ensuing year un- 
less funds were provided. 


1937 BEGAN NEW ERA 


School men say that the year 
1937 marked the beginning of a 
new day for education in Georgia. 


It was then the so-called Seven- 
Month School Law was enacted 
which established a system of dis- 
tributing state school funds to 
counties to assure a minimum 
seven months term. The law also 
fixed a salary schedule for teach- 
ers based on professional training 
and experience. 

Prior to that time state school 


funds, if available, were allocated 
to counties according to need under 
the provisions of an. equalization 
bill passed by the General Assem- 
bly in the early ’20s. Nine-month 
school terms existed only in inde- 
pendent ‘urban systems where suf- 
ficient local funds were provided. 


In many places over the state, 
schools were operated on a basis 
of six months or less and teachers 
everywhere were underpaid or un- 
paid. 

56 PER CENT INCREASE ~ 

Post-war years brought a renew- 
al of the movement throughout the 
nation. In 1946 teachers were voted 
a 50 per cent salary increase by 
the General Assembly. 

School leaders are proud of the 
fight they waged for the Minimum 
Foundation Program which became 
effective in the 1951-52 school year. 
They say the campaign stressing 
the needs of Georgia schools “‘sold

He Had a Job 


For Aunt Mary 


WEST GREEN, Ga.—‘‘Aunt Mary’’ Hayes has seen a sight of 
trouble in her 84 years. Born of slave paremts and left motherless 
at the age of 12 to rear a passel of brothers and sisters, she grew up 
in hard times and had learned to take them for granted by the time 

met husband died, leaving her with six children to raise (one of them 
unborn). 


She spun and wove their clothes and plowed oxen and as she 
told me, “driv’ a mule but not harder than I driv’ myse’f.” She 
cleared new ground and chipped turpentine boxes. and dipped gum, 
often ‘‘on a hongry, fasting stomach.”’ 


But she knew love and laughter and the sustaining strength of a 
steadfast belief in God—and as I visited her in her daughter’s neat, 
bright little house in the piney woods south of Broxton, I learned why. 


“Aunt Mary,” knowing trouble herself, has never stopped helping 
other folks. 


A few years ago Aunt Mary was terribly concerned about ‘‘a 
invalid woman over to Broxton,’’ who was not treated well by her 
relatives. She took the suffering woman food and clothes and went 
and did her washing and cleaned up her room for her and chided 
her neighbors into doing likewise until they were forbidden the house 
by the’invalid’s relatives. About that time Aunt Mary fell and broke 
her leg. 

“I thought I was going to die for sho’,”’ she told me. “I told the 
Lord if He wanted me I was ready. But if He didn’t take me then I 
knowed it was because He had a job for me to do,”’ 


The job Aunt Mary felt was to find a place for her suffering, un- 
wanted friend @nd when the Lord answered her prayers by allowing 
her to get well she got up on crutches and got busy. She went among 
her friends, white and colored, and raised $180 to buy lumber and 
she prodded the men of the settlement into erecting a one-room 
building on the grounds of the Free Will Baptist Church. 


That one room, staffed by Aunt Mary and her neighbors, up to 
now has been the only home for unwanted aged and ill Coffee County 
Negroes. 


But now the people of Coffee County, inspired by Aunt Mary, are 
building a fine new concrete block home which will house 14 Negro 
men and seveh Negro women. They have raised the money by giving 
entertainments and fish fries, and by begging from their friends. The 
money has gone into material but the labor has been, done free. They 
have chartered the home, named a board of directors including five 
white citizens and eight Negroes and they have named it Mary 
Hayes Memorial Home, Inc. 

I went by to see J. T. McLean, the Negro undertaker in Renata 
who is president of the home, and he was a little worried about get- 
ting it finished. They need $1,500 badly to buy a roof to protect the 
structure going up from winter rains. If they had the roof on he feels 
sure volunteer laborers could get the building finished pretty fast. 

He was discouraged but Aunt Mary wasn’t. 


“The Lord will make a way,” she told me earnestly. “I see it 


happen too many times not to trust.” P 


She rocked gently and chuckled as she related how He had saved 
her and her children from being swept away by a creek and of the 


time they were threatened with the loss of their mule at a time when | 


not to have a mule was certain starvation. Each time Aunt Mary 
prayed and ‘“‘the way, it was opened.”’ 

Back in the piney woods in Coffee County she is praying now that 
the Mary .Hayes Memorial Home, Inc., will become a reality béfore 
her days are ended.

DuPont laboratories are pro- 
ducing a paint which is practi- 
cally unstickable when applied 
to. things like pots and pans. 
Trouble is, the product, a plas- 
tic-water compound, costs $75 a 
gallon. 

This new product of complex 


‘research js appropriately named 


*“‘teflon polytetrafluoroethylene.”’ 

The cost boils down to about 
29 cents per tablespoon, a mere 
paltry sum, say researchers, in 
the light of the wonders wrought 
by “the new product. 

Bread pans no longer have to 
be greased, if they are coated 
with the paint, they report, and 
industrial machinery will like- 
wise be free of sticky substances. 

Researchers say the material 
is ‘‘inherently expensive td pro- 
duce,”’ requiring special equip- 
ment and 750 degrees tempera- 
ture. They hold little hope that 


it will ever be cheap enough for 
direct consumer use. 


They point out, however, that 
consumers may benefit in scores 
of possible applications, such as 
muffin pans, funnels, rolling 
pins and measuring cups. Heat 
sealers for freezer packages 
coated with the paint have al- 
ready been introduced.
